PLAISTOW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Plaistow Public Library was opened to our citizens on 
January 2, 1897, with Miss Ethel A. Pollard as librarian. 

Two hundred sixty-seven books have been placed upon the 
shelves. Of this number one hundred six were the gift of the State, 
ten were received from W. H. Hills, Esq., and four from Captain and 
Mrs. George H. Knight. | 

In November the trustees arranged: for a union exhibition of the 
schools, which added $15.90 to the treasury, and in February the 
scholars of the Pollard Grammar School gave a second exhibition for 
the benefit of the library, which netted $11.30. ‘These sums were 
devoted exclusively to the purchase of juvenile books. 

Seventy-three cards were given out on the opening day, and the 
number has now increased to one hundred sixty. 

‘The eagerness of the public to avail themselves of the privileges 
of the library indicates that we have taken a step in the right direc- 
tion. It is believed by many that no such influence for good has ever 
been set in motion in our town. ‘The books have been selected with 
care, and though fiction predominates, yet an examination will reveal 
the fact that much of the fiction is historical or otherwise instructive, 
and that only authors of repute appear upon our catalogue. 

It is hoped such appropriations will be made from year to year 
as will enable the trustees to greatly increase the usefulness of the 
library. .

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD, OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


While we are able to say that the schools in town, as a whole, have - 
made commendable progress during the year, we would not conceal 
our honest convictions with words of eulogy and praise, but say that we 
think there is still open a vast field for improvement. If pupils do not 
enjoy school life there is a wrong somewhere. Parents, when you have 
any financial business you look after it most closely, but you trust the 
guidance and instruction of your children to comparative strangers, 
and you may leave much of your children’s future to some who work 
merely for dollars and cents. You are running big risks. ‘lhere are 
some honest, conscientious, well trained, thoroughly fitted and faithful 
teachers. Good authority says about 25%. We claim that a cheap 
teacher is the costliest thing on earth, especially for small children, for 
the impressions made upon their young minds will never be effaced as 
long as life and reason last. ‘The text books used in our common 
schools are simply helps for the mind to work with, and the great ques- 
tion is how to use them most skilfully and beneficially. Your children 
should go to school to learn something they can use on call after they 
leave the school room. If they cannot do that, their time is mostly 
thrown away. We find pupils in almost every school in town studying 
arithmetic, who can solve all of the problems in the book, give all of 
the rules correctly, but have acquired no practical application of their 
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knowledge, and hence are unable to solve simple examples occurring 
in the daily transactions of business men. 


If you wish to have schools that will be of benefit to yourselves 
and your children you must work in unison with the teachers and the 
School Board. ‘To do successful work in the school room it is abso- 
lutely necessary to have good discipline, regular attendance and. ear- 
nest thought. Sometimes uncomfortable rules have to be enforced by 
teachers to correct habits of idleness and bad behaviour, caused by 
influences over which they have no control. The government of a 
school should be that of a well regulated family, where every one 
tries to work for the best interests of all concerned. 


We regret that more care has not been taken in composition and 
declamation. ‘These studies cannot be overestimated. 


While we have some good readers in our schools the majority are 
not so. Good readers are made by intelligent teaching and a large 
amount of practice. Pupils should not be confined to text books 
alone ; should be required to study everything they read. Penman- 
ship, bookkeeping and spelling we find satisfactory. Algebra is the 
same. It is our opinion that arithmetic could be taught to better 
advantage if more practical work was done outside of the text books, 
for many of the most important examples are never found there. We 
feel that there is a good deal of valuable time worse than wasted in 
the study of geography. ‘The time of the pupils should never be 
spent in memorizing that which can be of no practical use. 


But few teachers make grammar interesting to their pupils. If 
the principles were simplified and taught aright, there would be no 
complaint of its being dry and uninteresting. Parents should co- 
operate with the teachers in the improvement of our schools, and should 
endeavor to make their children understand that the teacher and the 
School Board are the proper judges of all matters pertaining to the 
school, and that cheerful submission to them is their reasonable duty. 
‘The work of teachers is sufficiently difficult, even with the aid and 
sympathy of the parents, who should visit the schools often. ‘leachers 
should realize that their profession is one of the most exacting, difficult 
and wearing of any followed by men and women, and no one but a 
thoroughly equipped person should ever attempt to teach. A teacher’s 
life is one of great responsibilities and far-reaching results, and calls 
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for a liberal education, an immense amount of patience, quick dis- 
crimination, good judgment, tact, and oftentimes instantaneous and 
correct decision, and also never to know what fear is,—Zin fine, a 
teacher, to be successful, must be able to govern and teach at the same 
time. On unquestioned authority we say that much more and far 
better work can be done in graded schools than in mixed ones. ‘The 
graded school has immeasurable advantages which the mixed one can- 
not have. You pay about two thousand dollars a year to run your 
schools, a large amount for your limited resources, and it seems to us 
that you ought to know how much of this money is spent advantage- 
ously. 

The house occupied by school No. 6 needs new windows, paint- 
ing inside and out, etc. ‘The lot needs grading and fencing. Every 
schoolroom in town, except those at the Center, need direct connec- 
tion with the open air. Good work cannot be done in a vitiated 
atmosphere. ‘The fire apparatus of the Center Schoolhouse is fairly 
satisfactory in the lower room; in the upper it is not. If the district 
feel that they can afford it a different mode of heating would be 
desirable. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


It has been said that the pride of New England is her system of 
free public schools. We would say that it depends upon the charac- 
ter of the fruit of these, the boys and girls. Give us youth who will 
tell the truth every time and we can make something of them, but if 
no dependence can be placed upon their word we cannot; there is no 
foundation to build upon. What they need is every day heroism, but 
they must learn it by the right kind of discipline. ‘They must learn to 
discover and avoid the terrible dangers all around them. Remember, 
boys and girls, you pass through this world but once, and in view of 
the immense amount of selfishness and depravity that exists you need 
every aid you can secure, to so equip yourselves that life may be 
worth living. Remember you are working for or against yourselves, 
and the results will be for your advancement or detriment, and that 
the penalty for doing wrong is never omitted or the reward for doing 
right ever withheld. The safety of society and the Nation depends 
upon the right education of our youth. ‘Then let us do all we can to 
elevate the standard. It behooves us by all that we hold dear, sacred 
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and priceless to impress upon the minds of the rising generation the 
principles of humanity and benevolence, piety and justice, a sacred 
love for truth and a love of country. The School Board would thank 
all who have assisted them, and say that they have endeavored to dis- 
charge their duties without fear or favor, and although fully aware of 
failing in many respects, feel the consciousness of having labored to 
do equal justice to all.
